The largest convoy of 
Empire-trained military 
personnel ever to reach 
\British shores recently 
arrived at a British port 


from Canada. 

It included about 1,000 pilots 
and other airmen trained under 
the Empire air scheme, the largest 
body of trained naval personnel 
sent from any part of the Empire, 
and a military contingent repre- 
senting reinforcements of every 
kind, including a complete road 
reconstruction unit of some 300 
men. 

The pilots formed a consider- , 
able proportion of the air person- 
nel and were accompanied by 2 
large body of technicians highly 
trained in detailed operations. 

The air contingent arrived be- 
fore its time. Under the original 
scheme training would not have 
been completed for another two 
or three months, but a! branches 
overtook the schedule drawn up 
for training and_ provision of 
equipment.

The aim is to train 20,000 pilots 
and 30,000 air crew members each 
year, Large numbers of fully- 
trained men are arriving in this 
country with clockwork precision, 
and it is already clear that the 
estimate will be comfortably 
reached. 

Wing Commander 
Hamilton, on behalf of the 
Council, welcomed the men. 

“Whatever happens in this war,” 
the Duke said, ‘every operation 
so far proves beyond a shadow 
of doub}{ that success depends on 
air superiority.

power of endurance, the prospects 
for ultimate victory depend on a 
nation's Anancial staying power 
as much as on its military 
prowess. 

Without doubt, defence of 
China's financial front against 
Japan's aggression has been no 
simple task. The fact is all the 
more gratifying therefore that 
the Government has so conducted 
ity {thancial administration that 
to-day, after four years of strenu- 
ous operations on all fronts, China 
is still holding its own financially 
ag well as militarily, while facts 
indicate that its continued ability 
to endure the strains of a pro- 
tracted war is greater than its 
enemy has estimated. 


World’s Worst 
Currency 


The development of a sound 
and uniform currency system was 
long the objective of China's 
monetary policy. In 1929 the 
Kemmerer Commission of finan- 
cial experts reported that “China 
has unquestionably the worst 
currency to be found in any 
important country of the world.” 
The abolition in 1933 of the tael 
as a standard of value established 
the standard dolar system 
throughout the greater part of 
China. But there remained to be 
solved the highly difficult pro- 
blem of the silver standard. 

Unquestionably, the mest im- 
portant foundation of China’s 
financial front, is the aduption of 
a managed currency by the cur- 
rency Decree of November, 1935. 
The reform provided for the 
adoption of an exchange standard, 
which might indeed be called 
“Credit Standard.” Exchange was 
stabilised at about the level then 
existing, to be maintained by 
means of exchange operations of 
the Government banks. Silver 
was nationalised anda fiduciary 
currency substituted, making 
notes of the Government banks 
full legal tender. 


Currency Reserves 
Centralised: 


Banknote issue was unified and 
currency reserves centralised un- 
der the control of a Currency 


Reserve Board. The Central Bank 
of China was to be reorganised 
as the Central Reserve Bank, and 
the commercial banking system 
was to be strengthened.

Little Revenue 
From Taxation 


The low per capita wealth of 
the Chinese people coupled with 
the already heavy hardships 
brought upen them by the war's

Friendly Assistance

much longer are we to keep up the pretence that 
daily invasion from the air crashing dewh on our 


large cities can be treated 


as a new department of 


local government and tacked on‘to normal peace 
administration? asks a Special Correspondent of 
“The Times.” We have tried for months to force 
war needs through the bottle-neck of local govern- 
ment. A volume of experience is now to hand which 


proves the futility of the 


attempt. 


To say this is not to blame the authorities whose 
means have proved inadequate for novel ends re- 
mote from their normal duties. Nor is the smallest 


reproach levelled against 


the devotion. and zeal of 


the public servants concerned. 


But after nine months’ experi- 
ence of bombing it would be 
scandalous to shirk the need for 
radical change. Air attack has 
come to stay. For months, years 
perhaps, we have to face the pro- 
spect for our cities of ordeal by 
fire and high explosive. The pre- 
sent writer has seen at close quar- 
ters the consequences of bombing 
in many of our large towns. 

The tragedy follows much the 
same lines whatever the 
Jocall*y: destruction of public 
bullding and commercial houses 
by fire and high explosives; 
shattering of private homes, 
temporary breakdown of com- 
municatlon by road, rall, tele- 
graph, telephone; cutting-off of 
gas. water, electricity. It is a 
pattern common to all. How 
can these evils be countered? 


Dispersal Of Powers 


The major administrative diffi- 
culties which arise after an at- 
tack are largely due to the dis- 
ble of powers in a given area 

etween a number of authorities, 
large and small, of varying capa- 
cities and intelligence. A com- 
plicated network of local ad- 
ministration covers the country, 
ranging from large units like the 
county council, with a trained 
staff of public servants, to the 
parish council, whose clerk may 
be some parish worthy. It was an 
intricate system, more or” less 
dovetailed, which worked with 
varying success and oflen” con- 
siderable delay under — normal 
conditions, Whatever its merits 
in peace-time, the system was 
ill-adapted to meet prevalent cir- 
cumstances. Though the con- 
sequences of an air raid demand 
positive and ‘immediate action, 
the old, often dilatory, peace- 
time machine still holds the

ground. Arrangements differing 
enormously in efficiency between 
area and orea persist, and the 
terrible experience gained in 
places subject to heavy onslaught 
does not so far seem to have 
penetrated the ‘understanding or 
changed the plans of cities which 
have not yet felt the full force of 
the German bombers. 


Confusion And Delay 
Attack may fall on a large in-| 


dustrial city with a rural al | 
Jand, into which it is desired im-

sands of people, both adults and 
children. The city may be ade- 
quately organised with trained and 
responsible officials in charge of 
the various departments. But 
their jurisdiction ceases at the 
city boundaries, and: the: business 
of evacuation has therefore to be 
picked up-and_ carried on partly 
by county officials, paray by 
urban and rural authorities.

The Regional Remedy 


Such a state of affairs calls for 
remedy without further delay. It 
is an urgent national matter that 
the defensive machinery should 
be made at once more simple, 
flexible, and authoritative. The 
tangle of competing local bodies 
and their officials must be cut 
away and power concentrated on 
one responsible unit. This unit 
clearly should be sought in an 
extension of the powers and 
function of the Regional Commis- 
sioners. The Government set up 
Regional Commissioners, whose 

owers, it is understood, would 
= large in the event of invasion. 
But invasion tarries, and mean- 
while the Commissioner either 
possesses no powers or has not 
been authorised to apply them on 
plans before air attatk or on the 
problems of food, evacuation, 
and transport arising afterwards, 
problems which are often acute on 
the morrow. Yet the situation in 
a bombed area brooks of no de- 
lay if human suffering {is to be 
mitigated and the normal life of 
the area in some measure restored. 

It is suggested, therefore, that 
the powers of the Regional Com- 
missioner be extended and made 
more concrete, especially in res- 
pect of food, evacuation, and 
transport. Fire-fighting has at last 
been recognised as a_ national 
matter, and is now being faced on 
national not local lines. Air at- 
tack, however, creates a volume 
of human and personal problems 
which must be handled locally. 

When circumstances make 
such a step necessary, the Re- 
gional Commissioner should be 
authorised to proclalm a given 
area, determined, of course, be- 
forehand, as an administrative 
unit in which all the resources 
of local government should be 
pooled and officiats set free to 
act under his opdera beyond the 
narrow limits of their own 
authority. The Commissioner 
would then appoint threo chiof 
officers to deal with, first, food 
and rest . shélters; secondly, 
evacuation and Billeting; third- 
ly, tranaport and other techni- 
cal services (gas, water, electri- 
alty). In addition a medica! of- 
ficer should be appointed, com- 
petent to treat the health needs 
on the proclaimed area, and to 
work under the Instructions of 
the Commission: These four 
officera would form -the Com- 
missloner’a executive staff; they |:

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VOROSHILOV, BUDENNY and Timonshenko 
are considered to-day to be the “Big Three” in 
the Red Army and all of them are playing an im- 
portant part in the defence of Soviet Russia against 
the German invasion. These Russian military lead- 
ers have risen from the ranks and all three have been 
responsible for the numerous successes gained by 
the famed First Cavalry Army. A detailed sketch 
of each of these men follows:— 

Marshal of the Soviet Union Klement 
Voroshilov, one of the most prominent figures of 
the Soviet State and the Red Army, was born in 
1881 in the country’s most important industrial 
area—the Donets basin. Beginniny from his early 
childhood he worked for many years in the mines,

Having 
volutionary uctivity he took an 
active part in the preparation and 
organisation of the great October 
Revolution. Voroshilov showed 
himself a talented strategist when 
in 1918 Germans invaded the 
Soviet. Ukraine He organised 
numerous guerilla detachments 
of Ukrainian) workers and pea-! 
tants into the fifth army which, 
under his command, inflicted upon 
the advancing German troops a 
series oof heavy defeats, After 
many strenuous engavements 
Voroshiloy managed to break the , 
encitclement of German troops. ; 
Then began the celebrated march 
to Tsaritsin on the Volga to join 
the Soviet armies. During the de- 
fence of Tsaritsin. which was 
surrounded by a steel ring of the 
enemy hordes, Voroshilov reveal- 
ed himself as a most talented 
strategist while serving as Stalin’s 
first assistant, 


Victories In 1919 


In 1919 Voroshilov, together 
with) Budenny, led othe First 
Cavalry Army which covered it- 
self with glory in victorious battles 
on the Don, in the Caucasus and 
the Donets basin. In 1921 after 
the end of the civil war Voro- 
shilov commanded troops in the 
North Caucasian Military Area 
and took part in the quelling of 
the Kronstadt revolt. In 1924 he, 
was appointed commander of the 
troops in the Moscow Military 
Area and member of the Revolu- 
tionary Military Council of the 
US.S.R. 

Together with Frunze he tool: 
a very active part in the reorgani- 
sation of the Red Army. In 1925 
Voroshilov became the Peoples’ 
Commissar of the Army = and 
Navy, and Chairman of the Re- 
volutionary Military Council, and 
later. People’s Commissar of De- 
fence of the U.S.S.R. 

He devoted his talent and 
energy to convert the Red Army | 
into a formidable force. For dis- 
tinguished services to his country 
Voroshilov was decorated with 
three Orders of Lenin and four 
Orders of the Red Banner. In 1935 
the title of Marshal of the Soviet 
Union was conferred on him. 

In May 1940 he was appointed 
Vice-Chairman of the Council of 
Peoples’ Commissars of the 
U.S.S.R., end Chairman of the 
Defence Committee under the 
Council ‘of Peoples’ Commissars. 

At present he fs a member of 
the State Committee of Defence.

The Government recently issued 
a deeree banning the showing of 
any films which were exhibited in 
France before October, 1937, with 
the exception of a few of unusual 
merit or cducational interest. 


Roth measures were undertaken 
to build up the French movie tn- 
dustry Which has been. hit by the 
war, particularly because of a 
shortage of raw film, 


JOnly a few French — pictures 
have been made since the armis- 
tice and they have been laden 
with propaganda for the Vichy 
Governinent and its theories, 


Most teachers in the occupied 
yone show German films dubbed 
in French, Few German films have 
gone to the unoccupied zone. 


Several French ¢ciderma stars are 
in Hollywood, Calif, and others 
ihave expressed the hope they 
could go, saying that the industry 
was at least temporarily “finished” 
in France |

Some of them 
pointedly indicate that others than 
refugees are desired; ‘no re- 
(ugees" is a feature of .advertise - 
ments of many categories ranging 
from applications for congenial 
friends to offers of employment. 
Then there are mere hints, as in 
the offer of an “antique Gerinan 
linen chest (1673)” or: “German 
lessons given for tiffin (luncheon) 
dinner,” and one recent notice 
said: “Mr. Wang, Chinese who 
has resided as my guest in my 
country. house near Berlin for 
several] weeks in summer 1920, is 
requested kindly to communicate 
with—.,”’ 

Shanghai has plenty of radio 
stations broadcasting in English, 
Chinege, Japanese, Russian, and 
other languages, but the notices of 
the British-supported propaganda

A 19-year-old Rochdale youth, 
Raymond Haworth Bury. who 
made a bomb “bocby trap” which 
killed two detectives, was sen- 
tenced to seven years’ penal ser- 
vitude at Manchester Assizes the 
other day. 

He p!eaded not guilty to charges 
of murder but guilty of man- 
slaughter in each case, These pleas 
were accepted. 

It was stated that Bury had a 
large collection of arms and ex- 
plosives and, to safeguard them, 
made a trap fcr intruders with a 
box and a Mills bomb. 

When the detectives went to 
execute a search warrant at the 
premises the bomb exploded. A 
third detective and Bury’s father 
were injured in the explosion. 

Mr. Justice Asquith told Bury 
he was extremely lucky for the 
plea of manslaughter to have 
been accepted. It was a very grave 
case of manslaughter.

The recently published 
“New Testament in 1,000 
words” is the first instal- 
ment of the Bible in Basic 
English planned by the 
Cambridge University 
Press. 


This oso marks an important 
advance in this system of 
simplified English worked out by 
Mr, C. K. Ogden, in which some 
850 words serve the same pur- 
pose as the half-million norinally 
employed in speaking and writing 
English. Mr. Ogden’s system ly 
clajianed to be the coming 
“universal language’ since Eng- 
lish is so widely spoken and is 
the only tongue in which a few 
hundred of its words can form a 
complete language. 

Nearly a quarter of the people 
ot the world know some Eng- 
lish so that this tongue has a fly- | 
ing start for an international lan- ' 
guage. 

In addition to the 850 funda- 
mental words, 50 special “Bible 
words” and about 100 words listed 
in Basic English as giving most 
hetp in reading verse, have been 
employed in the Basic New Testa- 


|ment, so the total number used is 


around 1,000. 

This has made for unusual 
clarity of thought in some pass- 
ages although familiar cadences 
often differ considerably from 
the Authorised Version of the 
Bible. Many persons have thought 
it impossible to compass the Bible 
within the few words used in 
Basic English, but the publication 
of the new volume contradicts 
this belief. The Basic English 
New Testament is a new transla- 
tion from the original Hebrew and 
Greek, not an adaptation from 
the Authorised Version.

Both measures were undertaken 
to build up the French movie In- 
dustry which has been hit by the 
war, particularly because of a 
shortage of raw film. 


[Only a tew French © pictures 
have been made since the armis- 
tice and they have been laden 
with propaganda for the Vichy 
Government and its theories. 


Most teachers in the occupied 
rvone show German films dubbed 
in French, Few German films have 


‘gone to the unoccupied zone. 


Several French cinema stars are 
in Hollywood, Calif., and others 
have expressed the hope they 
could go, saying that the industry 
was at least temporarily “fnished" 
in France. | 


The new law” authorised the 
State to advance up to 85 per cent. 
of the total cost of the protected 
film, the remainder to be assumed 
by the producer. 


The statute increased state con- 
trol of French film production, 
which was already under super- 
vision since actors could play only 
if they had a Government identity 
card.

A 
third detective and Bury’s father 
were injured in the explosion. 

Mr, Justice Asquith told Bury 
he was extremely lucky for the 
plea of: manslaughter to have 
been accepted.

in the fact that, understanding the ; 


jgreat masses’ worlds of ideas and 
feelings, it finds, by a correct 
phychological form, the way 
the attention, and further to 
heart, of the great masses. 
our super-clever intellects 
understand this proves only their 
menta] inertia or their conceit. 

But if one understands the 
necessity of using propaganda to 
attract the great masses, the 
following rule then results: 

It is wrong to want to. give 
propaganda’ the many-sidednegss 
of scientific teaching. 

The r€ceptive ability of the 
great masses is only very limit- 
ed, their understanding is small; 
on the other hand, their forgetful- 
ness is great. This being so, all 
effective propaganda should be 
limited to a very few points 
which, in turn, should be used as 
slogans until even the very last. 
man is able to imagine what is 
meant by such words. As soon 
as one sacrifices this basic prin-! 
ciple and tries to become ‘ver- 
satile, the effect will be. fritter-| 
ed away, as the masses are nej- 
ther able to digest the material 
offered to them nor to retain it. 
Thus the effect will he weakened 
and finally cancelled.

The invasion of’ Russia 
has greatly increased 
Germany’s labour difficul- 
ties, according to a state- 
ment by the Ministry of 
Economic Warfare in 
London last night. 


Since the beginning of the year 
the Nazis have been faced by a 


| growing shortage of workers, and 


industrial workers from all over 
the Continent are being sucked 
into the vacuum created by the 
intensified call-up in Germany. 
A considerable new call-up 
for the army began In January 
and continued until March. 

Even the more specialised work- 
ers from armament — factories 
were mobilised and only a few 
key men of military age remain 
in agriculture, which has been left 
mainly to old men, women and 
children, foreign labourers and 
prisoners of war. 

There are about 380,000 
building industries and these, 
was stated, are mainly engaged 
in repairing what the R.A.F. 
knocks down because foreign 
workers are always placed in the 
most dangerous spots.—Reuter. 


Guiding Factor 


Germany's solution of her un- 
doubted labour difficulties stands 
or falls by the outcome of the 
war with Russia. 

As Germany intensifies the ex- 
ploitation’ of occupled countries, 
labour shortages will begin to ap-- 
pear there tov. Already the 
building of defence works for the 
Germans has led to a shortage of 
agricultural jabour in western 
Europe. 

These shortages wi'l put a fur- 
ther strain on German administra- 
tive personnel already severely 
overworked, 

If the Russian army could be 
quickly destroyed the lack of 
manpower would not hamper 
Germany's war effort so much 
as in the past. tf not, it will 
provide increasing difficulties! 
for the German High Command. 


Enormous Effort 


In several directions Germany is 
making an enormous effort. to 
overcome labour difficulties. It is 
revealed, for instance, that foreign 
labour employed has reached a 
gure over 1,800,000 including 
over 300,000 Ita ians, 

Prisoners of war employed, ac- 
cording to figures given during 
the Spring of 1941 (since increas- 
ed), numbered about 1,300,000 of

BIBLE IN 
BASIC 
ENGLISH 


The recently published 
“New Testament in 1,000 
words” is the first instal- 
ment of the Bible in Basic 
English planned by the 
Cambridge University 
Press. 


This marks an important 
advance in this system of 
simplified English worked out by’ 
Mr. C. K. Ogden, in which some 
850 words serve the same pur- 
pose as the half-million normally 
employed in speaking and writing 
English. Mr. Ogden’s system ir 
claimed to be the coming 
“universal language’ since Eng- 
lish is so widely spoken and Is 
the only tongue in which a few 
hundred of its words can form a 
complete language. 


Nearly a quarter of the people 
at the world know some Eng- 
lish so that this tongue has a fly- 
ing start for an international lan- 
guage. 


In addition to the 850 funda- 
mental words, 50 special “Bible 
words” and about 100 words listed 
in Basic English as giving most 
help In reading verse, have been 
employed in the Basic New Testa- 
ment, so the total number used is 
around 1,000. 

This has made for unusual 
clarity of thought in some pass- 
ages although familiar cadences 
often differ considerably from 
the Authorised Version of the 
Bible. Many persons have thought 
it Impossible to compass the Bible
